The success of a school depends very much upon the regularity of 
attendance ; and its progress is retarded very nearly in proportion to 
the number of absences, tardiness, and dismissal of the scholars. As it 
lies in the power of the parents and guardians of our children to cor- 
rect these. faults, I have inserted in the reports the number of delin- 
quencies in each district, that the true record of each school may be 
presented. To encourage punctuality, I promised each school at the 
commencement of the term, to place in the report the names of those 
scholars who were neither tardy nor absent during the term. The great 
hindrance to good order in the school room has been the habit of whis- 
pering. ‘To assist the teacher and encourage the scholar, I also 
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« 


promised at the commencement of each term, to place the names of 
those pupils who should not whisper during the term, in the school 
report. This has proved to be a powerful motive to the scholar, and 
with the faithful and persistent efforts of the teachers, it has nearly 
annihilated the habit of whispering, which has been the most disturbing 
element in our common schools. The order and improvement of our 
schools the past year, has been very much superior to any previous year 
of which your committee has had the means of observation. 


District No. 1. James R. Gordon, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and Fall Terms.—Lyp1a A. Brock, Teacher. 


Miss Brock, who had given satisfaction in this district the year pre- 
vious, was engaged for the summer and fall terms. Miss B. is a lady of 
good scholarship and refined manners, and governed her school in an 
even and quiet manner. A discipline more energetic was necessary to 
secure the best of order in this school, which is not so easily governed 
as some others in town. Number of scholars, 52; average attendance, .

Miss Crombie commenced with the determination of having good 
‘order and perfect lessons. The closing examination gave evidence of 
thorough instruction in all branches, and the order was unexceptionable. 
With the following lists of tardiness and dismissals, and small average 
attendance, with the fact that there are twenty-eight’ scholars between 
the ages of four and sixteen, who have not attended school this winter, 
in this district, we have a discouraging prospect for district number 1. 
The fault undoubtedly lies with the parents, wha do not seem to realize 
how much the progress and improvement of their children depend on 
the regular and punctual attendance at school. Nuwber of scholars, 
56; average attendance, 4114 ; number of times tardy, 340; instances 
of dismissal, 195.

It has been one of the pleasant duties of the Committee, to visit this 
school the past year. The school was well organized and well governed, 
and both teacher and scholars seemed ready and willing to do their 
whole duty. ‘There was no dull monotony here; the ingenuity of the 
‘teacher was brought into requisition to interest each pupil, and each 
one appeared to receive a proportionate share of attention. Had all 
_ the exercises, and more particularly the reading, been performed with a 
clear, distinct enunciation of syllables and words, with more animation 
and emphasis, with a volume of voice sufficiently loud to be heard in 
any part of the house, the examination would have been nearly fault- 
less. The singing contributed very much to the interest of the occasion, 
and we readily concur with our School Commissioner, who pronounced 
it the best music of any public school in the county.

Miss P. labored hard to advance this school. The classes in arith- 
metic, geography and grammar, appeared to have made fair improve- 
ment. The reading and many recitations were performed in so low a 
tone of voice that it was impossible to understand. This is a serious 
fault, and no teacher should allow any scholar to give an indistinct an- 
swer, or to read in a tone of voice which is destitute of animation, with- 
out emphasis, or distinctness of pronunciation. Although there was 
but little whispering at examination, the school room was wanting in 
that good order and quiet which indicate thorough discipline. The 
large number of names of those who have not whispered, do not in this 
case indicate that degree of discipline that it would if the teacher in 
this school had forbidden all whispering, with or without permission, as 
the other teachers in town did do.

* On my first visit to this school I found only five scholars; at the clos- 
ing examination there were only seven scholars ; and five of these in the 
alphabet class. One scholar in the first reader, and one in second reader. 
There is evidently a great want of interest in the school in this district. 
Miss Sanborn has taught school for several years, and presented a large 
number of certificates from teachers, clergymen, and school committees, 
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attesting to her capabilities as a teacher. If a dozen certificates from 
good men can be relied upon, then Miss 8. must be a good teacher. The 
school was nearly a failure—who is to be blamed? Citizens of No. 5, 
‘do you appreciate the advantages of the common school? If you do, 
send your children to school punctually ; let them be neither tardy nor 
absent a single time; sustain your teacher in school, and teach your 
children to love good order at home, and there will be no trouble at 
school.

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teacher. All that has been said in previous years of the good order and 
satisfactory recitations of the various classes may be repeated without 
qualification. The improvement in volume and tone of voice in read- 
ing was very evident, and is attributed to the thorough drill in the 
sounds of the letters, which Miss D. has a happy faculty of teaching. 
Her happy and lucid method of illustrating all studies; and par- 
ticularly the first principles of arithmetic, is peculiarly adapted to 
the school-room; and to do justice to all parties, requires us to 
say this summer school is second to none in town.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Committees and Teachers: As all do not fully understand the require- 
ments of law describing the duties of committees and teachers, I have 
thought it advisable to insert a few extracts from the statutes of this 
State, which define the duties of each. The first requirement is to take 
the oath of office. Having bound yourself to a faithful discharge of its 
duties, by the solemnities of an oath, the law defines the-duties of this 
office in the following language: “'The superintending school committee 
of every town shall prescribe rules and regulations for the management, 
studies, classification, and discipline of schools in their respective towns ; 
and, on satisfactory evidence that a candidate possesses a good moral ° 
character, a temper and disposition suitable to be an instructor of youth, 
sthey shall examine him in reading, spelling, writing, English grammar, 
arithmetic, in the rudiments of geography and history, and in other 
branches usually taught in common schools, and also his capacity for - 
the government of the same. The superintending committee may pre- 
scribe for any school where, in their judgment, it shall be for the advan- 
tage of those instructed, the study of algebra, physiology, book-keeping, 
philosophy, surveying, geometry, and natural history, and such other 
branches as are deemed necessary to be taught therein; and teasherg 
may be examined in eacp and all of such branches.” Having defined 
_ the intellectual qualifications of teachers in the foregoing, the following 
statute defines the moral duties: “It shall be the duty of all persons 
entrusted with or engaged in the instruction of the young, diligently to 
impress upon their minds the principles of piety and justice ; a’sacred 
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regard to truth, love of country, humanity and benevolence; sobriety, 
industry and frugality; charity, moderation and temperance ; and all 
other virtues which are the ornament and support of human society ; 
and endeavor to lead them into a particular understanding of the tend- 
ency of all such virtues to preserve and perfect a republican form of 
government, to secure the blessings of liberty, and to promote their fu- 
ture happiness, and the tendency of the opposite vices to degradation, 
ruin and slavery.” It is evident from the foregoing that the law con- 
templates no fractional teachers; but requires completeness of charac- 
~ ter, both intellectual and moral. 

A high standard in the teacher should be demanded. He should iow 
his business and fully understand what he professes to impart. To de- 
velope, the mind needs training, and judgment, and wisdom. There 
should be careful discrimination in the selection of teachers. The ques- 
tion should not be how cheap a teacher can be obtained? but who will 
best fill the responsible position? ~ The wisdom of our common school 
system cannot be questioned by any one who is loyal to our government. 
Our common schools are destined to mold the character and control the 
fortunes of the nation. We had better deny ourselves any other want, 
or suffer in any other department, than withhold from the next genera- 
tion the advantages of cultivated minds throughout the mass of the peo- 
ple. Our republican institutions can be maintained and perpetuated 
only as the mass of the people are enlightened.
